CHICAGO, Dec. 28 (AP).—The 
Army took possession of Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co, properties in 
seven cities today under an execu- 
tive order of President Roosevelt, 
who declared the Government 
“cannot and will not tolerate any 
interference with war production 
in this critica] hour.” 

The seizure came amid strikes 


at Ward establishments in Detroit, 
Chicago and Kansas City, Mo., as 
— by the CIO United Retail, 
holesale and Department Store 
Employes union against failure of 
the company and its board chalr- 
man, Sewell Avery, to comply witir 
War Labor Board directives, 
After the seizure, Avery said 
Ward's “cannot in good citizenship 
accept or obey” the Army order. 

Roosevelt said in a statement in 

Washington that Montgomery 
Ward will not be allowed to set 
aside Government wartime policies 
“just because Mr. Sewell Avery 
does not approve of the Govern. 
ment’s procedure for handling la- 
bor disputes.” 

“Strikes in wartime cannot be 
condoned,” Roosevelt's statement 
said, “whether they are strikes 
by workers against their em- 
ployers, or strikes by employers 

their government. All 
of our energies are engrossed 
in fighting a war on the military 
battlefronts. We have none to 
spare for a war on the indus- 
trial hattlefronts It is up to us 
to uphold and strengthen our 
for settling disputes 
without interruption of produc- 
tion. We cannot do this in a 
total war if we permit defiance 
to go unchallenged.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28 (AP).— 
War casualties of the armed serv- 
ices had reached 628,441 Dec. 14 
—two days prior to the start of 
the big German offensive in west- 
ern Europe. This was an increase 
of 66,073, including 11,979 killed, 
over the figure announced two 
weeks ago. 

Secretary of War Stimson said 
today the latest Army total was 
547,823. This covers casualties 
through Dec, 14 and represents a 
63,866 increase, including 10,826 
dead, since his last report two 
weeks ago. 

The Navy reports total cas- 
ualties of 80,618, an increase of 
2207, including 1153 killed. 

Stimson said the Army figures 


reflected the Allied offensive 
against Germany, but did not in- 
clude losses in the current Nazi 
counter-offensive. Those, he told 
a news conference, have been se- 
vere.” 


For the two-week period, the 
Army reported 102,961 killed, 
an increase of 10,826; 319,935 
wounded, an increase of 47,584; 
65,762 missing, an increase of 
2976; and 59,165 prisoners, an in- 
crease of 2480. 


Comparable Navy figures were 
31,189 killed, an increase of 1153; 
35,942 wounded, an increase of 
1439; 9493 missing, an increase of 
483; and 4486 prisoners, an in- 
crease of two.

Ward’s Record

‘Won’t Tolerate In- 
terference in War 
in Critical Hour.’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28 (AP). 
OLLOWING is the tert of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's statement to- 
day on the Army seigure of 
Montgomery Ward properties in 
seven cities, including Chicago: 


We are today at a crucial point 
in the war. Great battles which 
will determine the fate of the 
world are raging in Europe and in 
the Pacific. The tempo and the 
fury of the conflict are mounting. 


Our commanders in the field 
are demanding weapons in in- 
creasing quantities so that they 
may hit the enemy harder and 
harder. The supreme effort of all 
of us here at home is imperative 
if we are to give them what they 
need. Nothing else will suffice. 

The Government of the United 
States cannot and will not tolerate 
any interference with war produc- 
tion in this critical hour. 

Nearly three years ago we set 
up wartime labor relations ma- 
ahinery to insure that our troops 
and our Allies would get essential 
supplies without interruptions 
caused by industrial disputes. This 
machinery, ‘embodied in the Na- 
tional War Labor Board, has had 
the support of all responsible ele- 
ments in American management 
and American labor. It has been 


a vital element in the attainment 


of our unparalleled record of war 
production, 

Now the confidence which em- 
ployers and workers rightly place 
in this structure for the impartial 
adjudication of disputes is being 
threatened by consistent and wil- 
ful defiance of its decisions by the 
head of one of the great corpora- 
tions of this country — Sewell 
Avery, chairman of the board of 
Montgomery Ward & Co.

GALLUP SAYS HE 
DISCOUNTED FDR. 
EDGE IN iS POLL 


Testifies He Cut Down 
Early Result of Sam- 
pling 2 Pct. Because He 
Expected Light Vote. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 (AP) -— 
Dr. George C. Gelup testified to- 
day his early cimpaigh samplings 
showed President Roosevelt with 
more popular vote strength than 
was reported in his Gallup poll. 

The samplings, he said, showed 
a civilian vote trend of 53 per cent 
for Roosevelt and 47 per cent for 
Gov. Thomas E, Dewey. Gallup 
added that he discounted the 
Roosevelt edge two per cent be- 
cause he expected a light vote. 

When registration figures be- 
gan indicating a heavy vote he 
abandoned the discount, the poll 
taker told the House Campaign 
Investigating Committee, adding 
that his percentage predictions 
remained the same because “here 
was a definite Dewey trend.” 

Gallup consistently reported a 
close election in the 1944 cam- 
paign until his final report when 
he forecast a Roosevelt victory. 

“Was that last forecast based 
on your personal judgment rather 
than poll results,” asked Repre- 
sentative Brown (Rep.), Ohio. 

Gallup said the final results 
were based on information that 
reached him only a few days be- 
fore the election—too late to be 
included in earlier tabulations, 

Chairman Anderson (Dem.). 
New Mexico, asked Gallup why 
his poll underpredicted Roose- 
velt’s popular vote strength in all 
but one of 13 states which cast 
more than a million votes. 

The witness replied that one of 
his problems of the 1944 campaign 
was the voting intention of mi- 
grant war workers. 

“We didn’t take the migrant 
vote wholly into account,” he said. 
“The PAC (CIO Political Action 
Committee) really did a good job 
in those states.”

TIS TOO EARLY 
10 ASSESS BLAME 
FORNAZ| SUCCESS 


Secretary Cites Weather, 
Other Factors Aiding 
Foe—Late News Favor- 
able, but Situation Still 
Is Critical, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28 (AP).— 
Secretary of War Stimson said 
today that “it is too early to pass 
judgment as to whether any per- 
son or group should be censured 
in connection with the German 
break-through on the Western 
Front.” His comment was in re- 
ply to a press conference question. 

“There is no doubt,” Stimson 
said, “but that the Germans took 
advantage of every physical pos- 
sibility in effecting a secret con- 
centration against a portion of 
our lines—weather conditions, long 
periods of darkness which prevail 
at this time of year, the wooded 
terrain and excellent staff work— 


all would facilitate such a secret 
concentration.” 

In his war review, Stimson said 
“The attitude of our press and 
radio Commentators and reporters 
has been rather remarkable for 
restraint and freedom from yield- 
ing to the temptation to make vio- 
lent criticism following any re- 
verse.“ 

Alm to Split Allies. 

Propaganda designed to split 
the Allies, Stimson said, undoubt- 
edly was one consideration of the 
Germans in launchinr their offen- 
sive. He went on: 

“Since we entered the war, the 
enemy has exerted all his clever- 
ness of propaganda to effect a 
cleavage in the British-American 
front of a free press, and he has 
been particularly vicious and in- 
genious in his efforts to effect a 
division between the Russians and 
ourselves in the co-ordination of 
our military enterprises. 

“The Germans are utilizing their 
present offensive to further this 
effort, and it is most important 
to avoid falling into their trap.” 

Stimson said the latest news 
from France was favorable, but 
that the over-all situation on the 
Western front “continues critical.” 

Up to now, he said, the Germans 
have been unable to expand the

CHURCHILL TOURGE 
RING OF GREECE 10

ATHENS, Dec. 28 (AP).--Prime 
Minister Churchill and Foreign

OCAPTURED YANKS 
IN BASTOGNE AREA 


Story Related by Survivor 
Is Second Such Authen- 
ticated Case on West- 
ern Front. 


WITH UNITED STATES 
FORCES IN BELGIUM, Dec. 28 
(AP).—An Army investigation has 
disclosed the second authenticated 
case of Germans shooting Ameri- 
can prisoners, six being shot near 
Bastogne, it was announced today. 

A survivor said that a Lieuten- 
ant and five other men, captured 


in an ambush, were lined up and 
shot after perfunctory questioning. 
The Lieutenant, badly wounded, 
was kicked in the face while he 
lay on the ground, but played dead 
and after the Germans left got 
back to the American lines. 

The Army is investigating a 
captured German picture showing 
a group of dead American sol- 
diers lined up in front of their 
guns. Military men said the pic- 
ture indicated the men were 
marched out in a line and mowed 
down. 

The picture was one of a num- 
ber of press photographs cap- 
tured from a German motorcycle 
rider near Malmedy yesterday. 
The other pictures, which were 
bound for Berlin, showed burning 
American equipment, American 
prisoners and dead, and trium- 
phant SS troops.

PARIS, Dec. 28 (AP).--Amert- 
can forces cutting ino both sides 
of the German bulge at its thin- 
nest neck have fought to within 
less than 20 miles of a junction, 
36-hour-old reports from the front 
said tonight. 

The whole southern flank of the 
enemy salient from Bastogne to 
the German border yielded slowly 
to hammering. Doughboys and 
tanks crossed the Sure River at 
four places and threw the enemy 
back into the Reich at two places 
in the Echternach area of Luxem- 
bourg at the eastern end of the 
wedge. 

A mile-wide relief corridor had 

been driven to Bastogne and it 
held firm against German infantry 
and armored attacks. 
In hard fighting on the north- 
west side of the German salient, 
American troops recaptured 
Grandmenil and Manhay and re- 
took part of Humain, where street 
fighting was in progress.

There were no reports of close 
support missions over the battle 
areas today, but American and 
British heavy bombers from Brit- 
ain again attacked German rear 
targets. 

A powerful American armored 
eolumn cut a deep wedge in the 
German salient from the south 
yesterday, rescuing the Bastogne 
garrison” which had been under 
heavy pressure and dependent on 
supplies dropped by plane. 

The Bastogne defenders with- 
stood three fierce enemy attacks 
in the 24 hours before being re- 
lieved. A field dispatch said they 
reported destroying at least 87 
German tanks in the siege. At 
times the Americans were com- 
pressed in an area less than 2000 
yards in diameter. 

The units comprising th. Bas- 
togne garrison cannot be identi- 
fied, but they were veteran out- 
fits. When relieved they were 
still holding outpost lines about 
the city. 

The Berlin radio said “practi- 
cally the whole American Third 
Army” of Lt. Gen. George 8. Pat- 
ton was counterattacking the 
south side of the German bulge. 
It reported that Patton was at- 
— to corner German divi- 
sions tween the Salm and 
Ourthe rivers. The Germans said 
the American garrison at Bas- 
togne was formidable, having 
among other equipment 120 tanks. 

Southwest of Echternach in 
Luxembourg the Germans were 
retreating and northwest of that 
southern hinge of the _ salient, 
they were repairing an escape 
bridge under American fire and 
were preparing.to pull back into 
Germany across the Sure River. 

Farther northwest 250 Germans 
were seen swimming the Our 
River, back into Germany. 

Three of the American cross- 
ings of the Sure were near Bon- 
nal, two and one-half miles north- 
west of Eschdorf. The fourth 
was at a place three miles north- 
east of Martelange. All the 
crossings were within about 15 
miles of Bastogne. 

Von Rundstedt’s armored prob- 
ings toward the Meuse were 
being beaten up badly, though 
one column did thrust out eight 
miles south of Celles to the vi- 
cinity of Beauraing, only three 
and one-half miles from the 
French border. 

“The tide of battle east of the 
Meuse definitely has turned, with 
depleted enemy armor almost 
everywhere on the defensive,” 
said a field dispatch. 

Pressing disorganized German 
armor near Celles, one American 
tank formation took a large num- 
ber of prisoners and _ inflicted 
heavy damage. 

On the southern flank another 
German force was surrounded at 
Beaufort, six miles northwest of 
Echternach. 

In advances of two to four 
miles on the south side of the 
bulge, the Americans drove the 
Germans from the villages of 
Bonnal, Insenborn, Eschdorf and 
Lingel southeast of Bastogne and 
began mopping up Berdorf, three 
miles west of Echternach. 

Germans Lay Mines. 

The Germans were busily lay- 
ing mines, blowing up bridges 
and making other defensive prep- 
arations around enemy-held St.

BOMBS KILL 8098 CIVILIANS 
IN BRITAIN IN 11 MONTHS 


21,137 Hurt by V and Other Missiles; Total 
Dead Since 1940 Is 54,205—England 
Has 24-Hour Respite. 


LONDON, Dec. 28 (AP).—Ger- 
man bombs and V-bombs killed 
8098 British civilians and seriously 


injured 21,137 in the first 11 months 
of this year, the Government an- 
nounced tonight. 

This increased the total dead 
since Jan. 1, 1940, to 54,205. 

Deaths in previous years were: 
1940, 19,779; 1941, 20,844; 1942, 3122; 
1948, 2862. Seriously injured were: 
1940, 25,665; 1941, 21,788; 1942, 3953; 
1943, 3409. 

The announcement wag made a 


few hours after the Air Ministry 


disclosed that, for the second time 
in less than a week, England had 
had a 24-hour period in which V- 
bombs did not fall.

Pull-Back by Nasi Tanks.

There was a possibility that he 
believed Eisenhower had massed 
enough strength to try to smash 
the bulge, and intended to save 
his armor while leaving infantry 
and Volkssturm units to hold the 
gains.

REDS SMASH NAZ

Germans Being Pressed

MOSCOW, Dec. 28 (AP).—A 
doomed German garrison reeled 
backwards in the smoke-filled 
streets of western Budapest to- 
day but clung with suicidal re- 
sistance to positions in the eastern 
sector of the capital. 

(A Berlin broadcast said the 
Nazi garrison in Budapest “has 
taken up positions on an inner de- 
fense ring of the capital” after 
several Russian penetrations of 
the German-Hungarian lines. “The 
Russians are now attacking from 
the southeast, northeast and 
west,” the broadcast said.) 

The Germans and Hungarians 
were reported to have lost the use 
of one of two remaining airports 
for evacuation of troops ag Soviet 
forces smashed toward the heart 
of the once beautiful city. With 
the Red Air Force holding mas- 
tery of the skies Nazi transports 
were able to operate only at night 
from this last field, near Pest, and 
the casualties were reported great. 

(The Budapest radio announced 
that Gen, Ivan Hindy, identified 
as commander of the Hungarian 
troops defending the capital, was 
killed in action.) 

Enemy Forces Split in Two. 

Russian troops of Marshal Féo- 
dor Tolbukhin’s Second Ukrainian 
Army pushed across the eastern 
arm of the Danube north of Buda- 
pest yesterday, splitting the en- 
emy forces and driving part of 
them into the mountainous, forest- 
ed area in the Danube’s big bend. 
The rest were pressed back into 
Buda on the west side of the 
river, where Soviet units engaged 
them in house-to-house fighting. 

There was no definite word of 
the relative sizes of the aplit 
forces west of the Danube, but the 
total number of Germans and 
Hungarians defending Budapest 
was originally estimated at about 
100,000 men. 

The crossing of the river, which 
resulted in the capture of Szen- 
tendrei Island and a junction of 
Red forces on the west bank, cost 
the Germans and Hungarians 3000 
killed, the Soviet command an- 
nounced, Other Red Army troops 
stormed into Buda from the west 
and southwest in numerous new 
penetrations of the suburban arc.

1700 BIG BOMBERS 
SHOPS IN REICH 


Weather Halts Air Blows 
in Battle Zone — 2000 
Nazi Vehicles Wrecked 
Yesterday. 


LONDON, Dec. 28 (AP).—Seven- 
teen hundred heavy bombers ham- 
mered 11 rail targets in Western 
Germany today despite bad weath- 
er which curtailed close air sup- 
port for American ground forces. 
Five hundred British bombers 
struck just before dawn, aiming 
their bomb load of about 2500 tons 
on ground flares planted by path- 
finder planes at Opladen, 12 miles 
north of Cologne. 


Twelve hundred United States 
Eighth Air Force heavies, also 
based in Britain, bombed the other 
targets by instruments through 
dense clouds. They were escorted 
by 700 United States fighters 
which encountered no opposition 
from German planes. The British 
escort, likewise, had no opposition 
in the air. 


The 4000-ton bomb load of the 
American force fell on 10 rail 
yards and bridges and on junction 
points between the German salient 
in Belgium and the Rhine. The 
R. A. F. hit the railway workshop 
at Opladen, where the Germans 
have been trying to repair dam- 
aged military rolling stock, 


Italian-based United States 
Fifteenth Air Force heavy bombers 
struck at oil storage centers and 
rail yards at Regensburg in 
southern Germany, and Liberators 
attacked oil refineries in Czecho- 
Slovakia. 

The United States Twelfth Air 
Force struck heavily against Ger- 
man concentrations in tactical 
support of ground troops on the 
Italian fronts and at communica- 
tions in northern Italy. 

Official accounts said almost 
2000 pieces of German rail and 
road transport were demolished 
yesterday and 90 German fighters 
were shot down by some 4000

WITH AMERICAN ARMIES, 
Dec. 27 (Delayed).—Several thou- 
sand of America’s most gallant 
soldiers are joyous in the city of 
Bastogne tonight. 

It is 9 o’clock and a powerful 
force of tanks and infantry has 
just broken into the city from the 
south—to save the men who for 
eight days have been surrounded 
by the Germans and shut off from 
supplies except by air. 

For six days this relief force has 
been battering up from the south, 
harassed by small-arms and anti- 
tank fire, forced to rebuild bridges 
for armor and clear the enemy 
from dozens of small towns and 
dense wooded areas. 

The situation grew desperate 
two days before Christmas, when 
fog stopped the planes and the 
encircled men ran low on supplies. 
But they never quit fighting. No 
story surpasses theirs in courage 
against the greatest odds. Tonight 
Bastogne’s defenders are shut off 
no longer. 

I watched our powerful tank and 
infantry units hammering steadily 
northward this afternoon to re- 
lieve the gallant men inside the 
battered city, 

I stood on a hill and watched 
dozens of big American transport 
planes glide low over Bastogne 
and drop precious ammunition 
and rations. Over them, our fight- 
ers encircled constantly. 

German antiaircraft bursts were 
few because to the northwest 
American bombers came in and 
the Germans ‘had to fight them 
off, letting our unarnfed trans- 
ports drop supplies. 

During the day the besieged 
Americans beat off three strong 
counterattacks and knocked out 
27 more tanks. During the after- 
noon relief units cleared the Ger- 
mans out of three villages and we 
watched a fourth burst into 
flames. 

A convoy of tough, active ar- 
mored unit leaders stood together 
in the snow studying the attack 
today. Their command post was 
a halftrack vehicle, their way in 
the valley a kilometer forward. 

From the front messages rolled 
in: We've cleared the village, 
what next? We're through the 
woods; it's full of dead jerries, 
We're waiting for orders; we need 
a few tanks to clear out the woods 
at X—20 prisoners on the way 
back, sir X—we've just captured 
six nebelwerfers (a six-barreled 
rocket type gun): Want to come 
and see them?” 

And steadily the troops knocked 
out German antitank guns, cleared 
houses and fought toward their 
comrades in the city. 

Great as is the courage of that 
force within the city, they almost 
were sacrificed for naught. When 
they went in, they knew how seri- 
ous the situation was. On them—

the war, in reckless disregard of 
the Government’s efforts to main- 
tain harmony between manage 
ment and labor. Its record of la- 
bor relations has been a record of 
continuous tréuble. 

Twice the Government has had 
to seize properties of Montgomery 
Ward as a result of Mr. Avery's 
defiant attitude, once in Chicago 
and once in Springfield, III., where 
the Hummer Manufacturing Co.. 


a Montgomery Ward division, has 
been operated by the War Depart- 
ment since last May. 

For more than a year the com- 
pany has refused to accept deci- 
sions involving workers in 10 of 
its retail stores. Four of these 
stores are in the Detroit area, the 
very heart of war production from 
the viewpoint of urgency. A strike 
is in progress in these four stores, 
and strikes are threatened in oth- 
er cities: where the company’s 
stores are located. There is a dis- 
tinct threat that workers in some 
of our most critical war plants 
may join the strike in support of 
the Montgomery Ward employes 
if the Government fails to act. We 
are not going to let this happen. 


Strikes Now Cannot Be Condoned. 


Strikes in wartime cannot be 
condoned, whether they are 
strikes by workers against their 
employers or strikes by employers 
against their government. All of 
our energies are engrossed in 
fighting a war on the military 
battlefronts. We have none to 
spare for a war on the industrial 
battlefronts. It is up to us to up- 
hold and strengthen our machin 
ery for settling disputes without 
interruptions of production. We 
cannot do this in a total war if 
we permit defiance to go unchal- 
lenged. 


The findings submitted to me 
by the War Labor Board were 
unanimously adopted by the Board 
including the representatives of 
industry. 

We cannot allow Montgomery 
Ward & Co. to set aside the 
wartime policies of the United 
States Government just because 
Mr. Sewell Avery does not approve 
of the Government's procedure for 
handling labor disputes. Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co., like every 
other corporation and every labor 
union in this country, has a re 
sponsibility to our fighting men. 
That responsibility is to see that 
nothing interferes with the con- 
tinuity of our war production. It 
is because Montgomery Ward & 
Co, has failed to assume this obli- 
gation that I have been forced to 
sign an executive order directing 
the Secretary of War to take over 


and operate certain properties of 
Montgomery Ward & Co.

Tells of Congested Condition. 


F. C. Wilson, chairman of a 
block unit committee which has 
been studying the Cote Brilliante 
situation, described the congested 
conditions in such Negro schools 
as Marshall, Simmons, Cole, Rid- 
dick and West Belle, and said con- 
version of Cote Brilliante School 
would help relieve the congestion. 

“We found teachers handling as 
many as 48 to 50 children,” he 


said, “and in one or two schools? 


there were instances of teachers 
handling as many as 60. Room 
plans were changed so there was 
no play space and no space for 
lunch. One teacher said this re- 
sulted in bedlam on rainy days.” 


Lafayette F. Ford, in a brief 
plea for tolerance, said: “We call 
upon you to give the Negro chil- 
dren room in which to live and 
breathe.” Henry Carter asserted 
the reason for the movement of 
the Negroes from east of Grand 
boulevard to west of Grand was 
largely because houses to the east 
are being condemned and torn 
down. Mrs. Audia H. Roberts de- 
scribed the unhealthy conditions 
in which she said many Negro 
chidiren lived, and added that Ne- 
groes making higher wartime 
wages want to improve them- 
selves. 

Summing up, Clark said: “The 
Negro meets resistance wherever 
he moves. The fact is, there is 
congestion in every Negro school 
and we have found that in less 
than a year there has been about 
a 51 per cent increase in Negro 
children in the area west of Tay- 
lor avenue.” 

He added there were about 800 
Negro children who could attend 
Cote Brilliante, that the areas 
south and east of the school were 
solidly Negro and that Negroes 
were moving north and west. 


Opposition Is Voiced. 

Most of those who spoke in oppo- 
sition to the change were repre- 
sentatives of the Marcus Avenue 
Improvement Association, and 
were headed by Emil Koob, ,a 
baker and president of the group. 
Koob offered the committee fig- 
ures gathered by the association, 
which showed that about 500 white 
children would attend Cote Bril- 
liante if it were made available 
to them. 

The Rev. John Oppliger, pastor 
of the Emmanuel Lutheran 
Church, who said he spoke as an 
adviser to the association, said: 
“On the one hand there is a 
minority group seeking the ad- 
vancement of its youth, and on the 
other a minority which feels it is 
being called upon to carry the en- 
tire burden of this change. The 
decline in property values would 
embarrass them.” 

Tells of Church Repairs. 
Albert F. Hake, representing the 

Cote Brilliante Presbyterian 
Church, said the church had evi- 
denced its faith in the stability of 
the neighborhood by spending $20,- 
000 on repairs recently. The Rev. 
Dr. Alfred L. Grewe, pastor of 
Faith Lutheran Church, suggested 
the board should consider first the 
number of white and Negro chil- 
dren in the community. John A. 
Wolfram and F. J. Floescher spoke 
from the point of view of proper- 
ty owners. 

Winterer said he visited the 
neighborhood yesterday afternoon 
and would return in an effort to 
satisfy himself as to prevailing 
conditions. 

Superintendent of Instruction 
Philip J. Hickey told a reporter 
the school, operated for several 
years as a branch high school, 
had about 350 pupils when it was 
closed pending solution of the 
problem.

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$2,168,824 PAID OUT BY TVA 
IN YEAR IN LIEU OF TAXES 


Compensation to 6 States and 126 Counties 
for Loss of Revénue on Property 
Taken Over by Project. 


Special to the Poat-Dispatch. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 28.— 
The payment made by the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority In 1044 
to states and counties in lieu of 
taxes was $2,168,824. 


This figure was given in a spe- 
cial report filed today with Con- 
gress by TVA, under provisions of 
the TVA Act, It represents a per- 
centage of TVA’s gross receipts 
from the sale of electric power, the 
proportion being determined by a 
schedule set out in an amendment 
added to the TVA Act in 1940, 


The report recommended con- 
tinuation of this method of com- 
pensating states and local political 
subdivisions which have had land 
and other property taken from 
their tax rolls through the acquisi- 
tion of such property by TVA, a 
Federal agency. Six states and 
126 counties participated in dis- 
tribution of the TVA payment, 
which was described by the report 
as being $790,311 in excess of the 
total of all ad valorem taxes for- 
merly assessed against the prop- 
erties rendered tax exempt by 
TVA acquisition, 

Public schools received the larg- 
est share of the TVA payments to 
counties, the report said. 

The 1940 amendment fixed the 
1941 payment at 10 per cent of 
gross receipts from power sales, 
but provided for a gradual reduc- 
tion so that in 1949 and there- 


after the payment would be only 
5 per cent of gross receipts. Due 
to a steady increase in power 
sales, the 1944 payment was $669,- 
407 greater than the payment in 
1941 when the rate was 10 per 
cent, 

Municipalities and co-operatives 
which distribute TVA power also 
make payments in lieu of taxes 
to local political subdivisions, For 
the fiscal year 1943 these pay- 
ments by 83 municipal systems 
and 45 co-operatives aggregated 
$1,957,614, or approximately 5.6 per 
cent of the gross sales of these 
distributing systems. The report 
describes this sum as being $400,- 
000 greater than the total ad va- 
lorem taxes formerly assessed by 
these local governments against 
the utility properties taken over 
by the tax-exempt distributing 
agencies, 

The report concludes: 

“The continuation of payments 
in lieu of taxes by TVA is recom- 
mended. Such payments are a 
reasonable cost of the power pro- 
gram and an equitable contribu- 
tion to the support of state and 
local government inthe area. Pay- 
ments under the present provi- 
sions have protected local govern- 
ments against loss in tax revenues 
anticipated prior to the enactment 
of the 1940 amendment, The pay- 
ments and payment provisions 
have won widespread approval in 
the area.”

Nazis Continue Attacks 
Along Serchio Valley— 
Foe Repulsed Below 
Bologna. 


ROME, Dec. 28 (AP).—German 
forces are continuing their coun- 
terattack in the Serchio Valley 
sector on the western flank of the 
Italian front and Fifth Army 
troops have made further with- 
drawals in that area, Allied head- 
quarters announced today. 

The town of Barga, captured a 
month ago by the Fifth Army, was 
enveloped in the German counter- 
assault that struck out on a six- 
mile front on each side of the 
Serchio. 

The extent of the American 
withdrawal was not disclosed, but 
it is known that the Yanks had 
been at least a mile above Barga 
two weeks ago. 

Barga is a mile and a half east 
of the river and about 15 miles 
north of the city of Lucca, capital 
of Lucca Province. 

The Nazi drive through the val- 
ley flatlands and the flanking 
mountains was supported by ligat 
artillery. 

Meanwhile, Eighth Army troops 
in the Adriatic sector fanned out 
along the east bank of the Senio 
River and slashed into fortified 
German positions at Alfonsine, 
nine miles northwest of Ravenna. 

Allied patrols ran into heavy 
German mortar fire north of Bag- 
nacavalio. South of that town 
enemy strong points were being 
mopped up all the way to captured 
Faenza, on the Bologna-Rimini 
highway. 

Allied positions below Monte 
Sole, 12 miles south of Bologna, 
underwent several attacks, but the 
Germans were repulsed. Heavy 
enemy guns fired on Allied posi- 
tions at Monte Grande, due south 
of Bologna.

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YANKS HEROIC STAND PUTS 
THEM IN POSITION TO TURN 


NAZI DRIVE INTO BIG DEFEAT 


Do-or-Die Fight Blunts Armored Spearheads, 
Contains Foe in Vulnerable Funnel- 
Shaped Bulge—American Strategy Ad- 


justed With Amazing Flexibility.

ARDENNES FOREST, Dec. 28. 
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ARRING Field Marshal Karl Gerd von Rundstedt's ability to 
employ his considerable reserves of men and armor, still uncom- 
mitted, for a second major counterattack somewhere along the 


American Ninth and British Second Army fronts to the north, or 
against our southern armies, there seems no longer much menace in 


his penetration in our center. 


Considerable movement of mili- 
tary traffic along the enemy 
front in the north may be given 
an ominous interpretation, but 
there is nothing in the nature of 
such a concentration of enemy 
forces in the region as would war- 
rant real alarm. There is some 
kind of concentration going on in 
the Black Forest region opposite 
It, Gen. Alexander M. Patch's 
Seventh Army in the Kaiserslau- 
tern area, but this seems much 
too remote from the penetration 
in the Bastogne-St. Vith-Viel slam 
sector to afford hopes of proving 
an effective pincer penetration 
along classic Wehrmacht lines, 
even if a break-through could be 
effected, which, in view of the 
fact that our leaders are now thor- 
oughly alert to every possibility, 
seems unlikely. 


Enemy Vulnerable. 

Carefully timed, beautifully exe- 
cuted withdrawals by crack Amer- 
ican armor and infantry, hurled 
head on at Von Rundstedt's ad- 
vancing spearheads within a few 
hours after the original break- 
through, have now given the Ger- 
man penetration somewhat the 
appearance of a bulge, but far 
from a solid bulge. 

Stubborn islands of American 
resistance like that afforded by 
American infantry and armor in 
Bastogne lie athwart some of his 
main road and communication 
centers. Concentric pressure on 
both flanks put it into a strait- 
jacket from whence its western- 
most extremity appears as a mere 
point at the end of an awkwardly 
conical funnel. 

The Germans are trying des- 
perately to pour more men, armor 
and supplies through this funnel 
to support and extend the tip but 
are being hammered mercilessly 
from the air, harried all along 
their flanks by local attacks from 
our forces assigned the mission of 
containing the penetration. They 
have their main lines deep within 
the funnel subjected to repeated 
raids and blocks thrown by strong 
American task forces, and find 
their westernmost tips method- 
ically attacked and annihilated in 
detail. 

The best illustration of the criti- 
cal nature of the enemy situation 
is the fact that large armored 
elements that managed to push 
through the funnel despite our 
incessant air poundings and de- 
spite suffocating flank pressure, 
in some cases have got almost to 
the Meuse River and then had to 
abandon their vehicles and run 
because they could get no more 
gasoline or food. 


Prospects for Victory. 

The encouraging picture which 
presents itself is of huge German 
forces—the bulk and flower of 
Germany’s armor and infantry— 
caught in the trap of their own 
designing and trying to turn 
around now and get back behind 
the Siegfried Line. 

It would almost certainly pre- 
gent lavish opportunities to pur- 
suit and slaughter on a scale ex- 
ceeding that of last summer’s 
Argentan-Falaise gap. It is hard 
to avoid the conclusion that the 
battles now raging in the Ar- 
dennes, which have been on far 
vaster and more violent scale 
than anything before in this con- 
flict, are bringing the European 
war to a swift and dramatic 
climax. ' 

Our leaders, who have not at- 
tempted to disguise their surprise 
and chagrin at the first smashing 
success of the enemy offensive, ap- 
pear to have adjusted their strat- 
egy to the situation with amazing 
rapidity and flexibility and to have 
put themselves, in one week, in a 
position to turn the initial Ger- 
man success into our greatest vic- 
tory. 

Giving every measure of credit 
to our leaders, it still appears that 
Von Runstedt actually came within 
an ace of succeeding in his plan 
to capture Liege and that the pee- 
ple who stopped him in the first 
critical hours were front-line fight- 
ing men, officers as well as lowly 
G. Ls, who paid fearful prices to 
stand and hold in face of over- 
whelming odds of enemy armor 
and manpower. 

Captain’s Heroism. 

I have been told a small measure 
of the story of the American 
armored division which threw it- 
self squarely athwart roads vital 
to the rapid development of the 
German advance and of American 
infantrymen who fought Tiger 
tanks with hand grenades in order 
to keep supply routes open to the 
armored men and to protect the 
latter’s lines of withdrawal. 

There was actually one period 
when an armored. division was 
completely cut off except for one 
inadequate secondary route to the 
rear and imminently threatened 
with immobility by the loss of 
80,000 gallons of its gasoline and 
its food rations, which the enemy 
armored column captured in a 
sudden raid on its supply base. 

The situation was saved by a 
young Captain, whose name can- 
not be mentioned because he has 
since been killed, who took his 
light tank company and drove 


across one of the main enemy 
routes at right angles to open a 
path to a giant supply base be- 
longing to other outfits that had 
been caught in front of the Ger- 
man drive. 

These outfits had fled, except 
for odds and ends such as anti- 
aircraft crews, military govern- 
ment officials and scattered serv- 
ice troops. 
self up as “Mayor of Gouvy Sta- 
tion,” which was the name of the 
town, organized the loose ends of 
personnel whom he found there 
and fought off all enemy attacks 
for three days, at the same time 
keeping open the supply route 
over which the vehicles of his 
light tank company, including the 
tanks themselves, acted as supply 
trucks to convoy desperately 
needed material that kept his di- 
vision going until it could be re- 
supplied from more remote bases. 


1000 Prisoners Moved. 


“There was the oddest assort- 
ment of front-line fighting troops 
in Gouvy Station that anyone ever 
saw,” said Lt. John McLaughlin, 
Nashua, N. H., a civil affairs offi- 
cer, who was himself part of the 
assortment. One of the Captain's 
principal aids was Maj. Bill Baird, 
Lebanon, Tenn., former state sen- 
ator, who was the town’s military 
governor. He swapped his 45 for 
an M-1 rifle and ran liaison be- 
tween the Captain and the di- 
vision over roads that at frequent 
intervals were packed with Ger- 
man armor rushing westward. 

“We got the darndest assort- 
ment out of that town! Among 
things which had been left behind: 
was a prisoner-of-war cage con- 
taining more than 1000 Jerries. 
Provost Marshal Maj. James P. 
Daniel, Mullins, 8. C. trucked the 
whole batch of them out right 
across the enemy lines’ advance.” 

Individual heroes, some known, 
some with names which will never 
be recorded, performed exploits 
which will be talked about as long 
as the men who took part in this 
melee live. There was the uniden- 
tified lieutenant who, when the 
outfit finally was forced to with- 
draw from the hotly contested sec- 
tor, noticed 10 giant 250-mm. can- 
non which some panicky unit had 
precipitately abandoned.

When. Stalin discussed Ger- 
many’s future boundaries with De- 
Gaulle, in effect he did this: He 
held out a platter whereon lay 
Hitler’s Reich in the position of a 
roasted turkey. Stalin’s attitude 
amounted to his saying, “help 
yourselves, gentlemen.” 


That meant the Soviets did not 
mind how much the French carved 
off Germany. But according to 
my informant, DeGaulle refused to 
be tempted my the white meat 
of Germany which the intensive- 
ly industrialized Ruhr repregents. 
DeGaulle knew perfectly well that 
for France to take the Ruhr with 
Russia’s blessing would mean 
France would be utterly reliant 
upon Soviet support in all mat- 
ters concerning Germany for a 
long time in the future. 


DeGaulle was thinking of two 
things — the independence of 
French policy and a settlement 
with Germany which has the 
greatest chances of enduring. So 
DeGaulle did not try to gobble 
up the white meat of the Ruhr 
Basin. Apparently the French 
Government would prefer that the 
Ruhr be placed under interna- 
tional control—at any rate that 
Britain share the responsibility 
for policing Western Germany aft- 
er the war. 

In this fashion, Moscow learned 
that DeGaulle was unwillinf to 
make his future policies chiefly 
subordinate to the Soviets. Being 
realistic above all, Stalin accepted 
second best—recognition of an in- 
dependent French policy which 
nevertheless agreed upon making 
Germany incapable of waging war 
throughout the next generation, 


France, Russia Take Lead. 


But this is the most significant 
fact of all. The Soviet Union 
and France are united on a gen- 
eral program to deprive Germany 
of the ability to wage war for 25 
years or more. In French eyes, 
this is common sense. After all, 
the Germans have fought on 
French soll as aggressors three 
times in 60 years, on Russian soil 
twice within 26 years. If London 
and Washington have been slow 
to expose their plans for a post- 
war Germany, at least their con- 
cern is secondary compared to 
that of the French and the Rus- 
sians.

What Stalin did was to recog- 
nize the fact that no problem af- 
fecting continental Europe as a 
whole can be solved without 
French participation as a major 
power.

As a result, the determin- 
ing votes regarding any postwar 
German settlement have been ap- 
propriated by the Soviet Union 
and France—which is logical 
enough, since these two powers 
are most immediately exposed to 
German aggression. 

But DeGaulle himself returned 
from Moscow with his personal 
prestige definitely enhanced. It 
seems plain that DeGaulle made 
a strong impression on Stalin. Ac- 
cording to one report which seems 
reliable, the Soviets did their ut- 
most to persuade DeGaulle to 
recognize the Lublin Committee as 
the legal government of Poland. 
It is said that DeGaulle refused 
even to the point of risking the 
loss of his treaty with Russia. He 
insisted that the Polish people 
must first be given a chance to 
choose what kind of government 
they wanted. 


Compliment From Stalin. 

It is a very rare thing for Stalin 
to meet a chief of state who is 
As stubborn as he is, But in the 
end it was the Soviets who had 
to cede—not DeGaulle. It is re- 
ported that Stalin complimented 
DeGaulle on his realism and also 
on his firmness, saying he wished 
more statesmen were like him in 
these respects. 

What the Russians did — and 
Washington still fails to do in any 
like measure — was to recognize 
DeGaulle as a great moral force 
inside France, As one Frenchman 
expresses it, “The Russians under- 
stand very clearly the situation in 
France, They are remarkably well 
informed,” 

This is one more indication that

MOSCOW REPORTED READY 
TO RECOGNIZE LUBLIN GROUP 
FOR PROVISIONAL RULE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28 (AP). 


ORD spread today that 
Russia is about ready to 
recognize the Polish Com- 
mittee of Liberation at Lublin 
as the provisional government 
of Poland. Premier Stalin re- 
portedly considers this action 
necessary to military moves 
imminent on the Eastern front. 

Information in diplomatic 
quarters here now indicates 
the following as probable, al- 
though not certain, develop- 
ments: 

1. The Soviet-backed Lublin 
committee, which Washington 
officials do not consider repre- 
sentative of the people of Po- 
land, is expected to declare it- 
self to be a provisional govern- 
ment. 

2. Russia would then recog- 
nize the committee’s claim to 
provisional status, thereby giv- 
ing it a diplomatic position in 
opposition to the position thus 
far held exclusively by the 
Polish Government at London. 

3. Russia’s declaration of 
recognition would be followed 
in short order by declarations 
by various European countries 
within the Russian sphere of 
influence, probably starting off 
with Czechoslovakia.

In Reply to Mr. Baer 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Sidney R. Baer’s letter in Saturday’s 
Mirror of Public Opinion about Amer- 
ica’s need for postwar exports exagger-

Baer says exports are essential. I 
insist that they are only desirable—and 
desirable only if we receive a full Amer- 
ican dollar’s worth in return.

Are we going to subsidize our produc- 
tion lines and our foreign markets in 
erder to keep everybody on the as 
sembly line while our immigration laws, 
high taxes and lower incomes keep 
people from hiring or becoming do- 
mestic servants, nurses, beauticians, 
teachers, doctors, artists, etc.? Or are 
we going to adjust our economy to what 
we actually need, which is less employ~ 
ment in making things and more in 
providing services? 

It takes less time to make an air- 
plane, automobile, suit, shoe or loaf of 
bread than it ever did before, but it 
takes more time to make a doctor, a 
lawyer, a teacher, an artist or a file 
clerk than it used to.

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“Decay of the Atlantic Charter 


When the Atlantic Charter was first made 
public, in August, 1941, it was hailed far and 
wide as a new charter of human liberties, 
Winston Churchill, addressing the House of 
Commons, grew eloquent in describing his con- 
ference with the President and the signing of 
the document: 

This was a meeting which marks forever 
in the pages of history the taking up by 
the English-speaking peoples, amid all this 
peril, tumult and confusion, of the guidance 
of the fortunes of the broad toiling masses in 
all the continents; and our loyal effort with- 
out any clog of selfish interest to lead them 
forward out of the miseries into which they 
have been plunged back to the broad high- 
road of freedom and justice.. This is the 
highest honor which could ever have come 
to any branch of the human race, 

It was accepted eagerly by the oppressed and 
Chinese, Belgians, French- 
men, Poles, Czechs, Russians, Filipinos and 
others voiced their indersement and gratitude. 
The Greek statement, by Prime Minister Tsou- 
deros, is typical, and ironic today: 

This declaration officially recognizes that 
the war aims of the Allied powers remain 
on the same high level which they have 
occupied in the conscience and soul of the 
free democratic countries of the world since. 
the beginning of the struggle. We are all 
fighting for an ideal: to destroy the violent 
and brutal method of force used by the ag- 
gressors and to liberate the peoples of the 
world, Inspired by these ideas, and with an 
unshakable confidence in the triumph of 
our eause, I accept the resolution now pro- 
posed. 

The United Nations formally embraced the 
Charter as the basis of their alliance in the 
joint declaration signed Jan. 2, 1942. The text 
of this document, together with that of the 
Charter, is reprinted on this page today. 

* ~ * 


Mr. Roosevelt now says that the Charter 
never existed as a formal signed document, 
although the signatures appear on every copy of 
the text, wherever published. Yet in his state- 
ment of Aug. 14, 1943, he spoke of that date 
as “the second anniversary of the signing of 
the Atlantic Charter.” A few days lgter, he 
vigorously attacked its critics, and in terms 
strikingly different from his recent offhand re- 
marks about its objectives being a long way off. 
He said in 1943: | : 

I am everlastingly an only at those 
who assert vociferously that the Four Free- 
doms and the Atlantic Charter are nonsense 
because they are unattainable. If those 
people had lived a century and a half ago, 
they would have sneered ahd said that the 
Declafation of Independence was utter 
piffle. If they had lived nearly a thousand 
years ago, they would have laughed up- 
roariously at the ideals of Magna Carta. 
And if they had lived several thousand 
years ago, they would have derided Moses 
when he came from the Mountain with the 
Ten Commandments. P 
Praise for the Charter continued to ring, and 

fresh pledges of its enforcement. Thus, Viscount 
Cranborne, Lord Privy Seal, reiterated the 
British view in June, 1942: 

The British Government regards itself as 
absolutely pledged to carry out all the 
articles of the Atlantic Charter. 

And Clement R. Attlee, Secretary of State 
for the Dominions, said much the same: “The 
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Atlantic Charter remains the basis of his 
Majesty's Government's policy.” 

From American spokesmen, too, came new 
indorsements. Said Vice President Wallace: 

The Atlantic Charter provides the broad 
base of general principles to safeguard our 
decisions. It is a charter of faith that must 
be worked out to endure; and the American 
people intend that it shall work and that it 
shall endure. 

Said Sumner Welles, then Under Secretary 
of State, on Nov. 11, 1941: 

Those high objectives set forth in the 
Charter of the Atlantic must be realized. 
They must be realized, quite apart from 
every other consideration, because of the 
fact that the individual interest of every 
man and woman in the United States will 
be advanced consonantly with the measure 
in which the world where they live is gov- 
erned by right and by justice, and the 
measure in which peace prevails. 


But even while the first hosannahs were 
ringing, the process of limiting the Charter 
began. When it was asked if its principles of 
self-determination applied to the Orient, par- 
ticularly to British holdings there, Churchill 
gave this interpretation, barely a month after 
the charter was framed: 

The joint declaration does not qualify in 
any way the various statements of policy 
which have been made from time to time 
about the development of constitutional gov- 
ernment in India, Burma or other parts of 
the British Empire. . At the Atlantic 
meeting we had in mind primarily the 
restoration of the sovereignty, self-govern- 
ment and national life of the states and 
nations of Europe now under the Nazi yoke. 
This, although the Charter spoke of the 

right of all peoples to choose the form of gov- 
ernment under which they live.” Mr. Roosevelt 
said he did not agree with the Churchill amend- 
ment. When Wendell Willkie returned from his 
world tour in 1942 and reported that the 
Oriental peoples doubted our good faith in ap- 
plying the Charter to them, the President 


authorized this quotation: “The Atlantic Charter 


applies to all humanity, as the Secretary of State 
and I have said several times before.” 

Again, Churchill modified the Charter by 
saying that it did not apply to Germany, though, 
in Point 4 of the Charter, mention is made of 
“all states, great or small, victor or vanquished.” 
A few days ago, he gave a purported quotation 
from the Charter which proved not to be in 
the text. A secretary hastily explained that 
the Prime Minister had suffered a lapse of 
memory.

Seldom if ever in world history has a docu- 
ment within a short time been so highly praised, 
so variously interpreted by its authors, so lightly 
and offhandedly treated and virtually disowned. 

Is it any wonder that all around the world 
people are seriously disturbed by the apparent 
decay of what they had regarded a charter 
of freedom and fair play, by the confusion as 
to what the Allies’ war aims really are? 

It ig still time to abate the cynicism now 
provoked when the Atlantic Charter is men- 
tioned. Mr. Roosevelt can speak out candidly. 
The Big Three can meet again and re-define its 
provisions—-with, let us hope, a signed document 
this time as the result of their deliberations.

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Benes Shows the Way 

The plan which President Edouard Benes has 
adopted for reconstitution of the Government of 
Czechoslovakia should become the model for the 
renascence of popular will in the liberated 
countries of Europe. It is comparable in many 
respects to the precedent set by De Gaulle. 

Benes’ Government is one of the very best of 
the governments-in-exile, If any of them should 
return home exactly as they are and take up 
the reins of government again as if nothing had 
happened, the Benes Government would prob- 
ably be more nearly justified in doing it than 
any other. 

But this man who bears a clear title to leader- 
ship, elected by his people, is too fine a liber- 
tarian, too close to the living heart of his coun- 
try, to do any such thing. His choice is at the 
utmost pole from the choice of the Pierlot Gov- 
ernment of Belgium, which moved cobwebbed 
bag and baggage to Brussels. 

Benes recognizes the primary nature of the 
resistance movement, the great right it has 
earned to influence the future of the country 
its members have dedicated their lives to. 
Therefore, the instant a new Czech state can be 
set up, the Cabinet-in-exile will resign, and 
Benes will appoint a new Cabinet predomi- 
nantly from the resistance movement and repre- 
sentative of every complexion in it. 

The new Government will be provisional, un- 
til national elections have been held. Six months 
after the ‘provisional Government has been 
formed, Benes himself will resign. 

That is a plan of men who love their country 
better than they love power. The Greek, Italian 
and Belgian debacles have come about because 
there have been imposed upon the people as lead- 
ers men who love power better than they love 
their country. Edouard Benes and Czechoslo- 
vakia are as a light to make plain the way.

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Mr. Churchill Could Act 


Why doesn’t Mr. Churchill quit speaking 
empty platitudes about wanting to let the Greeks 
have whatever kind of government they want, 
and do the one thing which will permit them 
to have the kind of government they want? 

Why doesn’t he agree to the resignation of his 
man Papandreou, who has known for days he 
should resign but who is too weak even to quit 
without Churchill’s permission? The obstacle 
to the formation of a Greek government in 
Greece is the British Government in Greece. 

Remove the obstacle, and the Greek political 
parties, which were ready to unite behind the 
dean of the Liberal party, Themistokles Sophou- 
lis, before they were provoked into civil war, 
may yet be able to unite. 

But with every passing day, there occur still 
more fratricidal acts that can never be wholly 
expunged from Greek memory. With every day 
of civil war, the hope of permanent domestic 
peace diminishes. 

If Mr. Churchill still tenaciously clings to the 
notion that he can get the Greeks to compro- 
mise on having things his way, he is handling 
something much more dangerous than an atomic 


bomb, A settlement with British policy sup- 
pressing Greek self-determination would be only 
a preface to disaster. 

The only kind of domestic settlement that will 
mean anything is a settlement made by the 
Greeks themselves. When will Mr. Churchill 
step out of the way and let the Greeks make it?

The “Non-Existent” Atlantic Charter 


Reprinted From the World Almanac 


President Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill met 
“Somewhere on the Atlantic” early in 
August, 1941, and issued a joint declaration 
of the peace aims of the United States 
and Great Britain—the Atlantic Charter. 
The official statement, covering the meet- 
ing, issued in Washington (Aug. 14), said: 


The President of the United States and 


the Prime Minister, Mr. Churchill, repre- . 


senting His Majesty's Government in the 
United Kingdom, have met at sea, 

They have been accompanied by of- 
ficlala of their two governments, including 
high-ranking officers of their military, 
naval and air services, 

The whole problem of the supply of 
munftions of war, as provided by the 
Lend-Lease Act, for the armed forces of 
the United States and for those countries 
actively engaged in resisting aggression 
has been further examined. 

Lord Beaverbrook, the Minister of Sup- 
ply of the British Government, has joined 
in these conferences. He is going to pro- 
ceed to Washington to discuss further de- 
tails with appropriate officials of the 
United States Government. These con- 
ferences will also cover the supply prob- 
lems of the Soviet Union. 

The President and the Prime Minister 
have had several conferences. They have 
considered the dangers to world civiliza- 


‘tion arising from the policies of military 


domination by conquest upon which the 
Hitlerite government of Germany and 
other governments associated therewith 
have embarked, and have made clear the 
steps which their countries are respec- 
tively taking for their safety in the face 
of these dangers. 


They have agreed upon the following 
joint declaration: ’ 

The President of the United States of 
America and the Prime Minister, Mr. 
Churchill, representing His Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment in the United Kingdom, being met 
together, deem it right to make known 
certain common principles in the national 
palicies of their respective countries on 
which they base their hopes for a better 
future for the world, 

FIRST, their countries seek no aggran- 
dizement, territorial or other; 

SECOND, they desire to see no’ terri- 
torial changes that do not accord with 
the freely expressed wishes of the peoples 
concerned; 

THIRD, they respect the right of all 
peoples to choose the form of government 
under which they will live; and they wish 
to see sovereign rights and self-govern- 
ment restored to those who have been 
forcibly deprived of them; 


FOURTH, they will endeavor, with due 
respect for their existing obligations, to 
further the enjoyment by all states, great 
or small, victor or vanquished, of access, 
on equal terms, to the trade and to the 
materials of the world which are needed 
for their economic prosperity; . 

FIFTH, they desire to bring about the 
fullest collaboration between all nations in 
the economic field with the object of secur- 
ing, for all, improved labor standards, 
economic adjustment and social security; 

SIXTH, after the final destruction of 
the Nazi tyranny, they hope to see estab- 
lished a peace which will afford to all 
nations the means of dwelling in safety 
within thelr own boundaries, and which 
will afford assurance that all the men in 
all the lands may live out their lives in 
freedom from fear and want; 


SEVENTH, such a peace should enable 
all men to traverse the high seas and 
oceans without hindrance; 


EIGHTH, they believe that all of the 
nations of the world, for realistic as well 
as spiritual reasons, must come to the 
abandonment of the use of force. Since 
no future peace can be maintained if 
land, sea or air armaments continue to 
be employed by nations which threaten, or 
may threaten, aggression outside of their 
frontiers, they believe, pending the estab- 
lishment of a wider and permanent system 
of general security, that the disarmament 
of such nations is essential, They will 
likewise aid and encourage all other prac- 
ticable measures which will lighten for 
peace-loving peoples the crushing burden 
of armaments.

Declaration By the United Nations, 

All 26 countries at war with one or more 
of the Axis powers pledged themselves 
(Jan, 2, 1942) in Washington in a “Declara- 
tion by the United Nations” not to make 
a separate armistice or peace and to 
employ full military or economic resources 
against the enemy each is fighting. 

The signatory powers to the declaration 
are the United States, United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland, Union 
of Socalist Soviet Republics, China, Aus- 
tralia, Belgium, Canada, Costa Rica, Cuba, 
Czechoslovakia, Dominican Republic, El 
Salvador, Greece, Guatemala, Haiti, Hon- 
duras, India, Luxembourg, The Nether- 
lands, New Zealand, Nicaragua, Norway, 
Panama, Poland, South Africa and Yugo- 
slavie, Mexico and the Philippines joined 
ater. 


These governments “having subscribed 
to a common program of purposes and 
principles embodied in the joint declaration 
of the President of the United States of 
America and the Prime Minister of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland dated Aug. 14, 1941, 
known as the Atlantic Charter, being con- 
vinced that complete victory over their 
enemies is essential to defend life, liberty, 
independence and religious freedom, and 
to preserve human rights and justice in 
their own lands as well as in other lands, 
and that they are now engaged in a com- 
mon struggle against savage and brutal 
forces seeking to subjugate the. world, 
declare: 

(i) Each government pledges itself to 
employ its full resources, military or eco- 
nomic, against those members of the Tri- 
partite Pact and its adherents with which 
such government is at war. 

‘(2) Each government pledges itself to 
co-operate with the governments signatory 
hereto and not to make a separate armis- 
tice or peace with the enemies.”

Adventures of Basques’ Leader 
And His Democratic Manifesto 


“Eseape Via Berlin,“ by Jose Antonio de Aguirre. 

(Maemillan Co., New York.) 

This book is at once a thrilling adven- 
ture story and a democratic manifesto. The 
author, president of the Babque Govern- 
ment-in-Exile and lecturer at Columbia 
University, speaks as one having author- 
ity and not as a scribe. Based upon his 
diary, smuggled out of Germany inside his 
small daughter's doll, the greater part of 
this account relates his experiences from 
May, 1940, to August, 1941, from the col- 
lapse of France to his arrival in South 
America. The last fifth of the book sums 
up Dr. Aguirre's political faith, the main 
tenets of which permeate the narration of 
hia escape from Fascist Europe. 

“The Lady Vanishes,” “Journey Inte 
Fear“ and “Above Suspicion” have nothing 
on “Escape Via Berlin” in dramatic sus- 
pense. Fleeing along highways, ducking 
into ditches to escape machine-gunning, 
arguing and pleading with petty officials— 
thug Aguirre, his wife and two small chil- 
dren, with other refugees, hoped to avoid 
capture. He knew all too well that short 
shrift would be his lot in Nazi hands. 80 
he became Panamanian business man, Dr. 
Alvarez, complete with beard and spec- 
tacles. 1 1 

* 


Escape by normal channels, especially 
through Spain and Portugal, being impos- 
sible for him, “Dr. Alvarez” sought sanc- 
tuary via Berlin. No member of the Ges- 
tapo looked there, and rumors reported his 
escape from the Continent. At Berlin, he 
fortunately enjoyed the good offices of 
various South American representatives 
and of the Dominican Minister. 

Despite remarkable kindness, Aguirre’s 
predicament was of course a nightmare. 
Separated from wife and children, whose 
fate was always in doubt, constantly fear- 
ful of discovery, eaten alternately with 
feverish hope and despair, he went from 
day to day, week to week, month to month. 
Finally, after a year, he was united with 
his family, and with them: found refuge in 
Sweden. Even here he could not be at 
peace. Only arrival in Brazil, after a most 
hazardous voyage, brought security. 

* * 

Exciting and informing as this account 
is, the pages relating to the Spanish Civil 
War and the whole European scqne are 
not less so. The moral bankruptcy and in- 
tellectual confusion of Franco’s regime and 
its defenders come clearly to light. Aguirre 
is an ardent Catholic; he deplores the anti- 
clerical excesses and the social timidity of 


the Spanish Republic, but the utter falsity 


of Franco’s role as defender of Christian 
civilization has never been more sharply 
exposed. The shortcomings of the Repub- 
lic—perhaps “the most honest” government 
in Spanish history—compromised only the 
Republic itself. The Franco regime, with 
its cruelties and lies, compromised Christ. 
This Basque from Guernica is a citizen 
of the world with a far clearer vision of 
its proper values and possible destiny than 
many leaders of larger nations. His creed, 
a statement wrung out of bitter experience, 
may well be both a guide and a solace to 
those seeking a better world. The sense 
of reality, the transcendant faith combine 
to run the paralyzing cynicism of the hard- 
boiled know-it-all off the stage.

Mr. Eden has said that the 
British Government is neither for 
nor against the Greek monarchy, 
and King George II has said that 
he will await the outcome of a 
free plebiscite. This ig not the 
first time he has said this, and 
no doubt the Greek people remem- 
ber both the pledge and what hap- 
pened, 


It Sounded Noble—But. 


In the summer of 1935, when 
George II had been in exile for 12 
years, having been kicked out by 
a 1923 rising, he announced that 
he would not return to Greece 
unless a fair and complete plebis- 
cite were held, the vote in his 
favor large, the plebiscite preced- 
ed by a truce of a month so that 
the people could make up their 
minds in calm, and no attempt 
made to restore him to the throne 
by force. 


This all sounded very noble. But 
what happened has been described 
by an Australian journalist, Bert 
Birtles, who, by chance, was in 
Greece at the time. 


A plebiscite was announced, but 
on Oct. 10, 1935, the War Min- 
ister, Kondylis, who up to that 
time had been a republican, made 
a coup d'etat, and threw out the 
Cabinet with the assistance of the 
Army. The Greek people, in the 
countryside, found out about it 
when troops marched through the 
towns and villages playing the 
royal march which had been for- 
bidden for 12 years. 


In the following days, there were 
mass arrests of all republican 
leaders. Now the “plebiscite” was 
held—and it was exactly like Hit- 
ler’s “plebiscites.” Only the rayal- 
ists could present their case. The 
“secret” ballot consisted of a roy- 
alist ballot (blue) and a repub- 
lican (red). The royalist ballot 
was headed “for a crowned democ- 
racy.” The republican, “for an 
uncrowned democracy.” So every- 
one was presumably voting for 
democracy. The ballots were put 
in transparent envelopes, so the 
police at the polls knew how ev- 
erybody voted. 


Crooked Election. 


Birtles went to the polls with a 
republican. When he entered the 
booth, the republican was handed 
a royalist ballot. When he asked 
for a republican ballot, he was 
told to get out. When he insisted 
on his legal rights, he was beaten 
up. Birtles talked during the day 
and evening with royalist officers 
and soldiers. They told him frank- 
ly that they had been voting over 
and over all day. One confessed 
to repeating 17 times—with his 
whole company. Believe it or not, 


the King, even in completely re- 
publican Salonika, 

Heil Hitler! 

Then the King, 
fine words, came back, and stayed 
back on the bayonets of the dicta- 
tor Metaxas. This 1935 plebiscite 
is the last “free election” the 
Greeks can recall. Now they are 
promised another one for “democ- 
racy” and we hear amongst the 
shots the unmistakable sound of 
a Bronx cheer. Greek experience 
records that whoever is in power 
wins plebiscites. 


Regency Is Bunk. 


The legitimate government we 
are backing (we being Britain, and 
I associate myself with Britain 
since we are Allies and cannot 
perform Pontius Pilate acts of 
irresponsibility) rests its legiti- 
macy on this 1935 plebiscite, Were 
I British I would certainly never 
associate this concept of legiti- 
macy with the British crown or 
the British constitution. 

Legitimacy cannot be main- 
tained in Greece, It can only be 
created. The best way to create a 
basis for legitimate government 
is to rest it on the desires of the 
people, after making every effort 
to discern what those desires are. 
Actually that is the only legiti- 
mate basis for any government 
today, including the British. 

Devices like a regency are all 
exploded bunk. The last Greek 
regent was the usurper Kondylis 
—the fellow who conducted that 
1935 plebiscite, Regent plus pleb- 
iscite, called democracy, spell 
military dictatorship to the Greek 
people. Metaxas, in Mr. Birtle’s 
book, appears in a photograph in 
an armband with a swastika on it. 


It’s Good To Look Back. 


Mr. Churchill reported, in hor- 
ror, that there were German units 
fighting with the Greek resistance 
forces, Perhaps Mr. Churchill for- 
got that there were German units 
fighting against Franco in Spain 
—and fighting against Hitler’s 
German forces, The other day 
Gen. de Gaulle granted full 
equality with the French Maquis 
to a unit of 400 Germans, who had 
been fighting with the Maquis 
against the Nazis throughout the 
whole occupation. 

Of course, that again is not 
quite legitimate — according to 
Hoyle every national must be for 
his own government and individ- 
ual liberty must not include the 
right to decide what is and what 
is not worth dying for. 

I've never held with the theory 
that having set one’s hand to the 
plough, one could never look back.

Dec. 21 was the hundredth anni- 
versary of the founding of the 
first co-operative society in Roch- 
dale, which in 1844 was a des- 
perately poor mill town in Eng- 
land's textile country. 


True Democracy. 


Out of that small beginning has 
come a worldwide growth, so that 
just before the war there were 
800,000 co-operative associations of 
various types, with a membership 
of 145 million in 56 countries. 
Those impressive statistics are 
tribute to the force of the idea 
behind the co-operative movement. 


Democratic in the truest sense 
of the word, the co-operatives are 
based on the enterprise and in- 
itiative of individuals who band 
together of their own free will to 
better their lot in life. In some 
parts of the world, conspicuously 
Scandinavia, they had grown to a 
point at which they successfully 
challenged the power of monopo- 
lies and trusts to force down to 
reasonable levels the prices of 
ordinary necessities. 


In many countries, perhaps in 
most, they have competed on an 
equal basis with private enter- 
prise. Often, as in Sweden, they 
have provided a stimulus that has 
resulted in better quality and bet- 
ter service, 


What Nazis and Reds Did. 


In Nazi-pccupied Europe, the 
co-operatives have largely been 
destroyed or undermined. Where 
the Germans could not take them 
over, they struck them down. Co- 
operative leaders have suffered 
torture and death in concentra- 
tion camps for their devotion to 
democracy. 


Totalitarianism of the left and 
the right will not tolerate this in- 
strument of the “middle way.” 
When they had served their use- 
fulness after the Bolshevik revo- 
lution of 1917, the co-operatives 


that had existed in Czarist Rus- 


sia were liquidated by the Com- 
munists. g 

If Europe's co-operatives can be 
re-established, they may help to 
prevent a violent swing toward 
Communism or a new .kind of 
Fascism. They were very important 
in the economy of Yugoslavia, for 
example, but now there is a clear 
indication that the forces at pres- 
ent dominating the country—Tito’s 
partisans, with Russia back of 
Tito—do not want co-operatives 
in the old democratic sense. 

Here the decisions made by the 
United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration can be 


CENTENARY passed the other day that was marked with

over the world it meant a great deal. 


co-operative organizations to dis- 
tribute relief in occupied countries. 
But the timidity which exerts 
such a paralyzing force within 
UNRRA seems to work here, too. 
Under an UNRRA decision, only 
existing economic organizations 
can be used as channels for dis- 
tribution of the food and clothing 
vital in so many areas of devas- 
tated Europe. To do otherwise, 
it is argued, would be political, 


What UNRRA Should Do. 


Take Greece as an example of 
how this would work. The Greek 
co-operatives, a small but impor- 
tant part of Greek economy, re- 
sisted German efforts to take 
them over. Therefore, they were 
destroyed and today are virtually 
nonexistent, 

Unless UNRRA takes positive 
steps to bring the Greek co-opera- 
tives back to life so that they 
may help@in the job of rehabilita- 
tion, this feature of democratic 
life is likely to be lost beyond 
recall, That will have the effect 
of pushing that tragic country 
closer to some form of absolutism. 


UNRRA should reconsider its 
decision. Some way must be found 
to save the co-operatives, not alone 
in Greece, but wherever Fascism 
has struck them down. 

The 28 poverty-ridden weavers 
who gathered in Rochdale a cen- 
tury ago this, December to start 
the first co-operative venture could 
hardly have known how far their 
idea would spread. We in our 
time must make sure that totali- 
tarianism does not kill it.

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But these new members are not 
disciplined or indoctrinated as old 
members are. Therefore, the 
French Communists need a year 
or two to consolidate their en- 


jlarged party and develop new 


leaders. 

But the weight of the Comu- 
nists’ numbers imposes’ certain 
limits upon DeGaulle. Suppose 
he fails to heed the popular 
clamor for nationalization of mu- 
nitions plants, of mines, electrical 
companies and credit, Unless 
DeGaulle pushes some of these 
reforms—which are demanded by 
French moderates and even by the 
majority of Catholics in the Chris- 
tian Democratic party—he_ will 
push a great many moderate 
Frenchmen into the camp of the 
Communists, 


This is why DeGaulle is the only 
alternative to a left-wing, Com- 
munist-dominated government in 
France, Whether London or 
Washington recognize this or not 
won't change the situation in the 
least. DeGaulle may support So- 
cialist reforms which seems revo- 
lutionary to us. Nevertheless, 
DeGaulle thus far represents 
France's one chance to make its 
revolution with restraint and an

Wartime economic activity in- 
creased the national income to 


all previous records. 

But in 1945, say Commerce De- 
partment experts, business will not 
be so active. Early this year busi- 
ness hit the top and leveled off. 

Here are the official estimates 
for 1944—all new records: 

1, “National product,” 197 billion 
dollars. This is the total value of 
goods and services produced. In 
1943 it was 186.5 billion and in 1939 
only 88.6 billion. 

2. “National income,” 159 billion 
dollars, This is defined as all 
income earned by individuals 
through participation in production 
—wages, salaries, dividends and 
interest. Last year it was 147.9 
billion and in 1939 it was 70.8 
billion, 
3. “Income payments to individ- 


ways this is considered a better 
economic yardstick than “national 
income,” because it consists of 
money actually received by indi- 
viduals. It does not include the 
retained earnings of corporations, 
but includes social security bene- 
fits and payments to dependents 
of service men, which are not a 
part of “national income.” 

Income payments last year were 
142.3 billion.’ In 1939 they hap- 
pened to be the same as national 
income, 70.8 billion. 

A Commerce Department econ- 
omist broke down the 1944 figure 
of 197 billion dollars in “national 
product” this way: 

War purchases, 85 billion. 
Consumer spending, 96.6 billion 
(a new record, announced last 
week). 

Governmental nenwar spending, 
13 billion. 

“Private capital formation,” 2.6 
billion, 

“Private capital formation” is a 
technical term for such items as 
private construction, private pur- 
chases of machinery and other 
roducers’ goods, and changes in 
business inventories and foreign 
trade balance. 

The department said net income 
of farm operators and other unin- 
corporated business showed only 
smal] gains over 1943.

On the tenth day on Guam, he 
related, Marines bathing in a pool 
were waylaid by Jap snipers who 
evidently had waited days for such 
an opportunity. Several men were 
killed and a number were 
wounded, 

“The ones who were hurt both- 
ered us,” he said, “because we 
couldn't see the snipers and they 
prevented us from getting the in- 
jured men out for treatment. A 


corpsmen climbed down into the 
pool, got the wounded and carried 
them back as though they were 
used to doing the same sort of 
thing every day. All this was in 
the midst of enemy fire.” 

Capt. Windsor was attached to 
the 110th Observation Squadron, a 
National Guard unit at Lambert 
Field, before he was called to ac- 
tive duty in December, 1940. He 
has been overease 16 months.

Society 
without it is like machinery without oil. Curious how modern 
education gives us a knowledge of all things, except the one 
thing that is most needed: How to dwell in harmony with 
one another. You'd think that it was a mystery. To my mind, 
the psychology of human: relations should be the basic sub- 
ject from kindergarten up—covering everything from the wis- 
dom of honesty and integrity in business and International 
Treaties, to good manners on the ball field.

CITIZENS OF THE WORLD! Is this the “Idealists’” 
dream? Perhaps—and yet there ‘s much talk these days of 
schemes for “Lasting Peace.” Not that anyone has much faith 
in that, for down deep we are instinctively aware that we'll 
never do away with war until the seeds of conflict are elimi- 
mated from the depths of men's hearts—all diplomatic plans 
for Revised Tariffs, World States, Ecumenic Courts, etc., to 
the contrary. Because war is a result. It is a result—not of 
ignorance, since we all know how childish it is—and not of 
racial or social inequalities, for they, too, are a result. As I 
see it, all mankind's multiplicity of woes are the result of the 
one evil—Spiritual Darkness, Darkness as to man's identity, 
his destiny, and worse—darkness as to the means of making 
workable those admittedly priceless rules for social harmony: 
The Christian Ethics. We all laud those rules, but for practical 
life they are considered too “idealistic.” Perhaps they are, 
Mark, but if they are, then we'd best prepare to spend our 
old age in a cave, with each man killing his own meat with a 
club. Because one, or at most two, more of these universal 
holocausts and there'll be no civilization left to battle over. 
One needn't be psychic to observe that under the present dog- 
eat-dog philosophy, man’s future is rubble! So my point is: 
we've reached the deadline! At long last, we've got to make 
those “Idealistic’ principles work, Or else! And when the 
peace table comes up again, if God grants us another crack at 
it, Christ has to sit there. Or else—rubble!

BUT YOU KNOW, I ALSO SENSE, in the undercurrent of 
general comment, that there may be quite a few who already 
agree with these rather obvious conclusions, Maybe more than 
we think! Enough, perhaps, that by sheer numbers they could 
step in and straighten out the whole mess in short order, 
except they lack Unity. Yes, Unity—the historical formula for 
the promotion of any cause, good or bad. Well, neretofore the 
forcés of selfishness, greed, and intolerance, have more or 
less monopolized this magic key. But one bright day those who 
see the true path to better things may be forced by necessity 
to rouse from bigoted torpor, to discard their petty theological 
differences, and to resort to Unity for self-preservation, When 
that happens, hold your breath—for events will squeeze be- 
tween the second-hand! And then, in a flash, the “Christian 
Idealists dream will be recognized for what it is—the starkest 
realism! The funny thing is that this “Unity thing”’—this key 
to power—just happens to be the very essence of Christianity. 
For if Christianity was ever intended to be anything, it was 
meant to be a Brotherhood! The Brotherhood of man under 
the Fatherhood of God! Yes, Brotherhood means Unity, and 
if the Christians of this world ever see themselves as Christ 
intended them to be, they will recognize themselves as the 
greatest power that Man has ever known. But a power for 
once dedicated to all things good!

HERE, THEN, IS THE FORMULA complete, a formula I 
believe in so deeply that I would gladly die for it: Christianity 
(the simple ethics) — Brotherhood-Unity- Power — a decent, 
livable, human being’s world! Not a supernatural paradise, 
for we'd still be fallible human beings with normal problems. 
But at least we'd live like men, not apes. And now, will the 
world be ready for such a program after the war? I am 
afraid it will all depend upon the severity of the lesson, for 
suffering seems to be man's greatest instructor.

Although the way your parents taught you was an exaction 
of yesterday, rather than of today, it could not possibly be in- 
correct. It is also a position that we all assume from time to 
time, at least briefly. From today’s standpoint, either hand 
lying noticeably long in the lap seems suggestive of an in- 
jured arm, and the left hand poised, as it were, on the table's 
edge, is the present-day practice. Actually, there are very few 
moments when the left hand is unoccupied.

Economical 
Menus for 
Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


HOSE big yellow rutabagas 
T are about one of the most in- 

expensive vegetables we can 
include in winter menus. Unfor- 
tunately we do not often find them 
cooked in the most flattering ways. 
When: properly cooked, the color 
will range from a clear, bright yel- 
low to a deep orange; the flavor 
will be rich and mellow. The gen- 
eral recommendation for cooking 
all strong-juiced vegetables in an 
aboundance of water is one reason 
for the blunders in cooking this 
wonderful golden root. Enough 
water should be added to barely 
cover the top layer, and then it 
should be simmered slowly, not 
boiled in a covered pan. No liquid 
should be thrown away; any ex- 
cess liquid should be poured into 
another pan and evaporated down 
to the amount that may be served 
with the vegetables. A teaspoon of 
sugar may be added at the end of 
the cooking, but usually this is not 
necessary. 


Rutabaga With Brown Sauce. 


One rutabaga (one and one half 


pound), one half teaspoon. salt, 
two tablespoons butter, one fourth 
teaspoon freshly grated onion, two 
tablespoons flour, one half tea- 
spoon salt, one eighth teaspoon 
pepper, one half cup liquid from 
cooking rutabaga. 

Wash, peel and cut rutabaga in 
one-half-inch cubes. Just cover 
with water, add salt, cover and 
simmer until tender, about 30 min- 
utes. Drain, save liquid (one-half 
cup) and mash. Meanwhile, brown 
butter in small skillet, add onion 
blend in flour and heat until 
browned. Add seasonings and the 
liquid gradually, stirring constant- 
ly. Cook for five minutes, Mix 
sauce with mashed rutabaga and 
serve at once. Serves four.

Sometimes figs are hard to get, 
but fig bar cookies can usually be 
found in every corner grocery and 
they can be used to make as good 
desserts as if figs alone were used. 
Crumble one-half pound fig bars 
into a bowl. Scald two cups milk 
in double boiler, beat two eggs 
slightly, add one-half cup sugar, 
and one-fourth teaspoon salt and 
add to the scalded milk, adding 
part of the milk to the eggs and 
then returning all to double boiler. 
Cook until mixture coats a spoon. 
Remove from heat, add one table- 
spoon gelatine which has been 
softened in one-fourth cup cold 
water, and stir until dissolved. 
Add one-half teaspoon vanilla. 
Cool, then add one-fourth cup 
giazed or maraschino cherries, 
sliced, and one-fourth cup chopped 
walnuts; pour over fig bars, stir 
slightly and then pour into oiled 
mold (three cups), Chill until firm. 
Unmold and serve. 4 

Serve milk to drink in addition 
to the milk used in today’s menus: 
Three cups for each child, two 
cups for each adult. 


A tip for storing eggs: Eggs left 
at room temperature for three 
days lose &s much freshness as 
eggs kept in the refrigerator for 
two months, Never wash eggs be- 
fore storing, it destroys a protect- 
ive film that helps to guard fresh- 
ness.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28 (AP). — 
Prevailing price ceilings on used 
cars and trucks, scheduled to be 
reduced next month, will be main- 
tained instead.

The Merits 


Of Penicillin 
And Sulfas

ENICILLIN has captured the 

popular imagination, and cer- 

tainly gets most of the atten- 
tion in the news about the new 
germ-destroying chemicals, 

Yet an impartial review of the 
whole subject would indicate that 
not only more progress has been 
made in the study of the other 
groups of germicidal drugs, the 
sulfa drugs, but that they are 
really the more practical and serve 
lceable. 


Public imagination is an unac- 
countable phenomenon, although 
there is some reason for the atti- 
tude the public has formed about 
penicillin and the sulfa drugs. 


When the sulfa drugs were an- 
nounced in 1935, they were imme- 
diately recognized as successful in 
many infections. They cut the 
mortality rate of pneumonia in 
half. They made obsolete many 
serums and antitoxins that the 
medical profession had been half- 
heartedly trying to indorse for 
years—such as anti-pneumococcus 
serums, anti-streptococcic serum 
against scarlet fever and anti- 
meningococcic serum against men- 
ingitis. 


x* * * 


THEN, ALL OF a sudden, along 
came penicillin. It had a romantio 
story behind it. It is derived from 
a mold, and bacteria of certain 
kinds will not grow on cultures 
near that mold. A comparatively 
small grant of money for research 
sufficed to develop and perfect its 
actions. 


Best of all, perhaps, for mak- 
ing the public avid for it was 
that they couldn’t get any of it. 
They heard these fairy-like tales 
of cures that were done in the 
large medical centers by special 
researchers who had been grant- 
ed a small supply. The armed 
forces had it and everybody was 
glad of that. 

But when the boy next door fell 
sick and just had the family doc- 
tor in, they couldn’t get any peni- 
cillin. So human nature being 
what it is, everybody has been 
wanting what it couldn’t get, and 
the reputation of penicillin has 
gone sky high. 

Now that we are getting sup- 
plies of the product pretty gen- 
erally available we find it has 
some faults.

ONE IS, THAT it {is not ab- 
sorbed by mouth, so it has to be 
given hypodermically either in a 
muscle or a vein. Then it is ex- 
creted so rapidly that it hardly 
stays in the body at all, and has to 
be given over and over in high 


quantities, or given continuously. 


And except in a somewhat limit- 
ed group of cases, it is not any 


more effective than the sulfa ; 


drugs. 


In the meantime research on 
the sulfa drugs, while not so well 
advertised, has gone forward rap- 
idly. The sulfa drugs are ab- 
sorbed by mouth, an enormous 
advantage in any drug, and they 
stay in the body and build up ef- 
fective blood concentrations s0 
strong that they kill off germs in 
all fluids and crannies of the 
body. 

The attempt of research in this 


department has been to produce a, 


drug which has the lowest toxic 
or poisonous qualities even when 
given in large amounts, and the 
highest germ-killing qualities. 
The drugs developed a few years 
ago, such as sulfanilamide, and 
sulfapyradine, while enormous 
improvements on what we had be- 
fore, were highly toxic, and pro- 
duced such disagreeable by-effects 
that they had to be continuously 
watched. 

The latest drug of the series, a 
product of 8 chemistry, is 
sulfamerazine. It does, not pro- 
duce anywhere near as much of 
the nausea and bluing of the skin 
as the earlier ones of the series, 
and it enters the blood so rapidly 
that concentrations of a ratio of 
50 can quickly be obtained, where- 
as the danger point of the older 
drugs was a ratio of 10 or 15. 
And it ig a germ killer extraordi- 
nary. And your doctor can get it 
anywhere in 10 minutes.

HYDE PARK, Wednesday. 
OR the first time since the 

F early days of the war, the peo- 
ple in this country are being 

tested by the war news. It is 
harder to bear today, because in 
the early days we could say that 
we had not been a war-like na- 
tion, that we had not wanted to 
make war, that we had not 
pared for it and that our allies 
would therefore have to hold the 
fort until we were ready. No one 
could help us in the Pacific, and 
we took some pretty humiliating 
defeats. Yet the men we had in 
that area did a holding job which 
was magnificent, for it is harder 
to retreat and give way and keep 
morale high than it is to go for- 
ward, 

Gradually, as we came into 
greater production, the picture in 
the Pacific changed. e have 
regained some of what we lost, 
and we have taken many more 
islands which the Japanese had 
occupied. We have inflicted blows 
from the air on their homeland. 
But all the time we have known 
that we had to do most of the 
aggressive work. China, after 
many years of war, was doing a 
magnificent defensive job, but we 
knew that we had to come to her 
assistance, important as she was 
to us because of her resistance. 

I think we are probably better 
prepared in our minds for the 
long war in the Pacific than we 
at first were for the slow, hard 
fighting on the Italian peninsula, 
Very few people in this country 
remembered the mountainous ter- 
rain our men would have to fight 
through. Sunny Italy was all we 
thought about, not snow and ice, 
cold and rain and mountains, with 
the enemy on top, ‘which had to 
be crossed. That has been a long, 
hard, mile-by-mile campaign, 

Then we landed in France, and 
romped across that country with 
a liberated people cheering us on. 
The enemy fell back, but in pretty 
good order, shortening their sup- 
ply lines with every day’s retreat 


as we lengthened ours, When 
they reached a point where they 
decided to stand and counterat- 
tack, it was a surprise to us at 
home. Probably our Generals 
knew that some day this -point 
would have to be reached, Just 
when it would come they knew 
possibly no better than anyone 
else, since we cannot read other 
people's minds, But I imagine 
that our men hoped they would 
advance into Germany ag fast as 
they had crossed France, and the 
loss of the territory which they 
fought so hard to gain must be a 
bitter disappointment to them, 


There may be people here who 
would say—Why do we have to 
fight our way across Germany? 
But those are the people who have 
forgotten what happened in the 
last war. They dé not remember 
the German army’s boast that it 
was never beaten—that only the 
German people at home let the 
army down—or they would not 
suggest that we run the same risk 
again, This is total war, and we 
fight in spirit with our men over- 
seas. We know that we haye to 
produce more if they need more; 
that there have to be nurses for 
the wounded and supplies of food 
for our men, as well as for the 
liberated peoples who are hungry 
and cannot help in their weakened 
condition. We civilians have so 
far been annoyed by the war, but 
still on the whole we are comfort- 
able at home. Our great suffering 
has been in the loss of our dear 
ones. Now we may have to face 
some of the physical hardships of 
a nation making a really great 
war effort. No hardships will 
equal those endured by our men 
at the battlefronts.

Of Penicillin 
And Sulfas

ENICILLIN has captured the 
P popular imagination, and cer- 

tainly gets most of the atten- 
tion in the news about the new 
germ-destroying chemicals. 

Yet an impartial review of the 
whole subject would indicate that 
not only more progress has been 
made in the study of the other 
groups of germicidal drugs, the 
sulfa drugs, but that they are 


really the more practical and sery- | 


iceable. 


Public imagination is an unac- 
countable phenomenon, although 
there is some reason for the atti- 
tude the public has formed about 
penicillin and the sulfa drugs. 


When the sulfa drugs were an- 
nounced in 1935, they were imme- 
diately recognized as successful in 
many infections. They cut the 
mortality rate of pneumonia in 
half, They made obsolete many 
serums and antitoxins that the 
medical profession had been half- 
heartedly trying to indorse for 

such as anti-pneumococcus 
serums, anti-streptococcic serum 
against scarlet fever and anti- 
meningococcic serum against men- 
ingitis. 
& * * 


THEN, ALL OF a sudden, along 
came penicillin. It had a romantic 
story behind it. It is derived from 
a mold, and bacteria of certain 
kinds will not grow on cultures 
near that mold. A comparatively 
small grant of money for research 
sufficed to develop and perfect its 
actions. 


Best of all, perhaps, for mak- 
ing the public avid for it was 
that they couldn’t get any of it. 
They heard these fairy-like tales 
of cures that were done in the 
large medical centers by special 
researchers who had been grant- 
ed a small supply. The armed 
forces had it and everybody was 


giad of that. 

But when the boy next door fell 
sick and just had the family doc- 
tor in, they couldn’t get any peni- 
cillnm.

ONE IS, THAT it is not ab- 
sorbed by mouth, so it has to be 
given hypodermically either in a 
muscle or a vein. Then it is ex- 
creted so rapidy that it hardly 
stays in the body at all, and has to 
be given over and over in high 
quantities, or given continuously. 
And except in a somewhat limit- 
ed group of cases, it is not any 
more effective than the sulfa 
drugs. 


In the meantime research on 
the sulfa drugs, while not so well 
advertised, has gone forward rap- 
idly. The sulfa drugs are ab- 
sorbed by mouth, an enormous 
advantage in any drug, and they 
stay in the body and build up ef- 
fective blood concentrations 80 
strong that they kill off germs in 
all fluids and crannies of the 
body. 

The attempt of research in this 
department has been to produce a 
drug which has the lowest toxic 
or poisonous qualities even when 
given in large amounts, and the 
highest germ-killing qualities. 
The drugs developed a few years 
ago, such as sulfanilamide, and 
sulfapyradine, while enormous 
improvements on what we had be- 
fore, were highly toxic, and pro- 
duced such disagreeable by-effects 
that they had to be continuously 
watched. 


The latest drug of the series, a 
product of synthetic chemistry, is 
sulfamerazine. It does not pro- 
duce anywhere near as much of 
the nausea and bluing of the skin 
as the earlier ones of the series, 
and it enters the blood so rapidly 
that concentrations of a ratio of 
50 can quickly be obtained, where- 
as the danger point of the older 
drugs was a ratio of 10 or 15, 
And it is a germ killer extraordi- 
nary. And your doctor can get it 
anywhere in 10 minutes.

OR the first time since the 

F early days of the war, the peo- 
ple in this country are being 

tested by the war news. It is 
harder to bear today, because in 
the early days we could say that 
we had not been a war-like na- 
tion, that we had not wanted to 
make war, that we had not pre- 
pared for it and that our allies 
would therefore have to hold the 
fort until we were ready. No one 
could help us in the Pacific, and 
we took some pretty humiliating 
defeats. Yet the men we had in 
that area did a holding job which 
was magnificent, for it is harder 
to retreat and give way and keep 
morale high than it is to go for- 
ward. 

Gradually, as we came into 
greater production, the picture in 
the Pacific changed. e have 
regained some of what we lost, 
and we have taken many more 
islands which the Japanese had 
occupied. We have inflicted blows 
from the air on their homeland, 
But all the time we have known 
that we had to do most of the 
aggressive work. China, after 
many years of war, was doing a 
magnificent defensive job, but we 
knew that we had to come to her 
Assistance, important as she was 
to us because of her resistance. 

I think we are probably better 
prepared in our minds for the 


‘long war in the Pacific than we 


at first were for the slow, hard 
fighting on the Italian peninsula, 
Very few people in this country 
remembered the mountainous ter- 
rain our men would have to fight 
through, Sunny Italy was all we 
thought about, not snow and ice, 
cold and rain and mountains, with 
the enemy on top, which had to 
be crossed. That has been a long, 
hard, mile-by-mile campaign, 
Then we landed in France, and 
romped across that country with 
a liberated people cheering us on. 
The enemy fell back, but in pretty 
good order, shortening their sup- 
ply lines with every day’s retreat 


as we lengthened ours. When 
they reached a point where they 
decided to stand and counterat- 
tack, It was a surprise to us at 
home. Probably our Generals 
knew that some day this point 
would have to be reached. Just 
when it would come they knew 
possibly no better than anyone 
else, since we cannot read other 
people’s minds.
